Canada Shows Gains in 
1926 Motor Operations 


Ottawa, Jan. 8.—The estimated 
mumber of motor vehicles in 
eration in Canada is 828,096, 
compared with a total of 727,594 
in operation at the start of 1926, a 
gain of about 100,000, according 
to Trade Commissioner L. W. 
Meekins. 

The 1927 figure includes an esti- 
mated total of 733,764 passenger 
cars, 1,503 motor buses (with seat- 
ing capacity for seven passengers 
or more), 84,953 motor trucks, and 
7,876 motorcycles, as recorded in 
the detailed statement following 
the previous preliminary report. 

The most notable gains in auto-

mobile operation during 1926 were 
made in the provinces of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, according 
to the Canadian estimate. In those 
two provinces the number of pas- 
senger cars increased about 20 per 
cent. 

A gain of nearly 10 per cent. in 
the number of passenger cars in 
Ontario is smaller proportionately 
but, larger actually than in either 
of the western provinces men- 
tioned.

U.S. Court Upholds 
State Bus Control 3

fused to abide by certain Massa- 
chusetts laws regulating buses as 
to stops, operating parallel with 
the street railways, and refusing 
to obtain a permit from the state 
Department of Public Utilities, 
The company contended that all 
of these regulations only applied 
to intrastate movement. 


Parelleling the line of the Hol- 
yoke Street Railway Company, 
through Springfield, Hotyoke, 
Granby, Amherst and Greenfield, 
the bus company’s drivers were 
frequently arrested for violation of 
provisions of the state code. The 
suit was brought to restrain the en- 
forcement of the state statute re- 
lating to common carriers of pas- 
sengers by motor vehicles as being 
in conflict with the constitution. 

The trial court sustained the 
statutory provisions, which also 
were upheld by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court. The United States 
Supreme Court, in sustaining the ~ 
Massachusetts Supreme Court, 
ruled in substance: 

“That a motor bus company, op- 
erating an interstate line of motor 
vehicles, also carrying intrastate 
passengers, may not evade a state 
law, enacted in the exercise of the 
state’s power to control and regu- 
late local traffic, by linking intra- 
state and interstate carriage of pas- 
sengers. 

“The burden is upon the bus 
| corporation to show that enforce- 
\ anant of the act operates to prej- 
udice interstate carriage of passen- 
gers. The stipulated facts do not 
so indicate. The threatened en- 
forcement is to prevent the cor- 
poration from carrying intrastate 
passengers without license over 
that part of its route which is 
parallel to the street railway. 

“While it appears that both 
classes of passengers are carried in 
the same vehicles, it is not shown 
what part of the total number are 
interstate or intrastate. 

“It is now shown that the two 
classes of business are so com- 
mingled that the separation of one 
from the other is not reasonably 
practicable or that the corporation's 
interstate passengers may not be 
carried efficiently and economically: 
in buses used exclusively for that 
purpose or that the corporation’s 
interstate business is dependent in 
any degree upon the local business

Traffic Code for 
‘Bus Operations in 
Tennessee Sought 


Memphis, Tenn., Jan, 8.—Pro- 
tection for bus operators as well 
as for the public is asked in the 
annual report of C. N.. Bass, 
state highway commissioner, 
submitted this week to the Leg- 
islature, in session at Nashville. 


Adoption of a strict traffic code 
and the establishment of a reason- 
able state police force to enforce 
traffic laws throughout the state 
also was recommended in the re- 
port of the commissioner. 


“The question of bus regulation,” 
the commissioner asserted, “is 
recommended for the careful con- 
sideration of the Legislature. Bus 
operation is no longer an experi- 
ment; it is fast becoming one of 
our most important utilities. The 
public should be protected by strict 
requirements as te schedule, opera- 
tion, equipment, etc. The bus oper- 
ators in turn should be protected 
by franchises. The bus and freight 
truck operators, using the public 
highways for their rolling stock, 
should pay a proportionate amount 
to the state for the upkeep of the 
highways.”’ 

In recommending state police.

Arthur M. Hill, chairman of | 
the bus division of the Amer-! 
ican Automobile Association, 
declared today. 

“The tendency of rail interests,” 
said Mr. Hill, “to co-operate with 
bus operators and the public for 
true co-ordination in the general 
transportation scheme has been 
noteworthy. Progress of manufac- 
turers in improving and refining 
equipment in the interests of econ- 
omy and comfort has been respon- 
sible for a large part of the popu-} 
larity of bus transportation.” 





During the past year numerous 
consolidations of companies, in- 
volving assets ranging from $1,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000 have been 
made, indicating stabilization and 
systemati@ operation, Mr. Hill 
asserted. 

He pointed out that statistical } 
tabulations show that the total 
passenger miles of all vehicular 
common carriers in 1925 was 15 
200,000,000, and that the revenue 
from this haulage totaled $608,000,- 
000. The average revenue per pas- 
senger mile was estimated at 4 
cents, and the average revenue 
per bus mile was put at 32 cents. | 
These figures were based on opera- 
tions on 300,000 miles of highways.
